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Passing Announced of 
Mrs. Walter deVelder 
At Kulangsu, China 


Mrs. Welter deVelder, nee 
Margaret Wilhelmina Otte, a mis- 
sionary to China, very well known 
in this community, passed away 
Thursday, Jan. 4, at the Interna- 
tional Settlement of Kulangsu, 
near the city of Amoy, China, in 
Wilhelmina hospital, one of the 
two hospitals built ‘by her father, 
Dr. John A. Otte, first medical 
missionary to China from the Re- 
formed church in America. Dr. 
Otte’s tragic death occurred at 


Amoy in 1910 ag a consequence of 
the bubonic plague which raged 
in China at that time. 

Mrs. deVelder was born in 
Grand Rapids, Mich. May 19, 
1906, the only one of Dr. Otte’s 
five children to be born in this 
country. On the removal of her 
mother to East Northfield, Mar- 
garet attended the primary school 
in this town and entered the 
Northfield Seminary from which 
she graduated in 1925. After 
studying two years in Elmira col- 
lege, she graduated two years 
later from Hope college, Holland, 
Mich., a college of which her 
grandfather, Rev. Philip Phelps, 
D.D., was the first president. She 
taught school in the vicinity of 
the college for three years. 

In 1929, one of her classmates 
in college, Walter deVelder, 
went out to China as a _ short- 
term teacher in Talmage college, 
Chang Chow, which was recently 
bombed by the Japanese with 
considerable damage to the build- 
ings. Upon Mr. deVelder’s return 
from China, in 1932, he and Mar- 
garet Otte were married in Sage 
chapel on the beautiful campus 
of the seminary. Her uncle, Rev. 
Philip T. Phelps, assisted by Rev. 
E, E. Jones, professor of Bible 
at the seminary, conducted the 
marriage service. 

Mr. deVelder entered the Theo- 
logical seminary of the Reformed 
church at New Brunswick, N. J., 
and throughout his three-year 
course, acted as student pastor 
of a near-by Reformed church. 
Besides assisting her husband in 
his pastoral work, Mrs. deVelder 
acted as assistant librarian at 
Gardner Sage library at the sem- 
inary. 

Upon his graduation from the 
seminary in 1935, Rev. deVelder 
was awarded a special scholarship 
at the University of Utrecht in 
the Netherlands for the following 
year. Mrs. deVelder and Mrs. 
John A. Otte, her mother, ac- 
companied him, and, together, 
they toured several of the coun- 
tries of Europe. 

Upon their return in 1936, the 
young couple were appointed 
missionaries to China. A delight- 
ful farewell reception was given 
to them by the people of North- 
field on the lawn of the seminary 
campus. 

After a year of language 
study, they were appointed to 
the Mission station at Chang 
Chow, where, as well as at Amoy, 
they were engaged not only in 
evangelistic work, but also in 
caring for the multitudes of refu- 
gees who fled to the island of 
Kulangsu after the bombardment 
of Amoy. At Chang Chow, last 
spring, they themselves were un- 
der terrific bogbardment from 
the air by the Japanese for three 
days. 

Surviving Mrs. deVelder are 
her mother, Mrs. John A. Otte, 
and uncle, the Rev. Philip T. 
Phelps, both of East Northfield, a 
brother, John P. Otte, of Scars- 
dale, N. Y., a brother, Francis 
R, Otte, of Cleveland, O., a sis- 
ter, Betty, Mrs. Edward B. Kraft, 
of New York City, a sister, Adri- 
ana, Mrs. George B. Scholten, of 
Neshanic, N. J., her husband, and 
an infant son, born the day his 
mother passed away.
